S$ MESSAGE TO HIS 
PEOPLE. 
RMPIRE’S WAR SERYICE. 
“A BETTER BRITAIN.” 


In the Royal Gallery of the Palace df 
Westminster, on Nov. 19th, tho Kang, 
in reply to luyal addresses of congraty- 
lation from both Houses of Parliament 
_on the ogcasion of the conclusion of the 
armiatice and the prospect of a victorious 
peace, delivered a stirring message to his 
people in every part of Britain's world- 
wide Empire. His Majesty anid :-— ] 

I thank you for your loyal addresses of 
congratulation on the signature of an 
armistice and on the prospect of a victo- 
rious peace. . 

Av thig moment, without parallel in our 
history and in the history of the world, 
I am glad to Meet you and tho repre- 
sentatives of India and the Dominions 
beyund the seas; that we may render 
thanks to Almighty God for the promise 
of uw pence now near at hand, and that 
I may express to you, and through you 
to the peoples whom you represeht, the 
thoughts that rise in my mind at a time 
so solemn. 

1 do thix with a heart full of grateful 
recognition of the spontancous and -en- 
thusiastic expressiuns of loyalty and 
affection which I have been privileged to 
receive both personally here in the metro- 
polis, and by messages from all parts of 
these islands, as well as from every 
quarter of the Empire. During the past 
four years of national stress and anxiety, 
my support hag been faith in God and 
confidence in my people. In the days to 
;come, days of uncertainty and of. trial, 
strenguhened by the same help, I sha 
Latrive Lo the utmost of my power to dis- 
charge the respunsibilities laid upon me, 
te uphold the honour uf the Empire, and 
to promote the well-being of the peoples 
over whom I am called to reign. 

After a struggle longer and far more 
terrible than anyone could have foretold, 
the soil of Britain remains inviolate. 
Our Navy has everywhere held the seas, 
and, whenever the enemy could be brought 
to battle, it bas renewed the glories. of 
Drake and Nelson. The incessant work 
it has accomplished, in overcoming the 
hidden menace of the enemy submarines 
and guarding the ships that have brought 
food and munitions tv our shores, has 
been less conspicuous, but equally essen- 
tial to success, Without that work, 
Britain might have sturved, and those 
valiant goldiers of Auwrica, who have so 
contributed to our victory, could not have 
found their way hither across the foam 
of perilous seas. 

fhe Flect has enabled us to_win the 
war. In fact, without the Fleet the 
struggle could nut have been maintained, 
for upon the command of the sexs the 
very existence and maintenance of our 
land forees have from the first depended. 

That wo should have to wage this war 
on land had scarcely entered our thoughts 
until the storm actually broke upon .us. 
But Belgium and France were suddenly 
invaded, and the nation rose to the cmer- 
genoy, Within a year, on army, more thin 
ten times the strength of that which was 
ready for action in August, 1914, was 
raised by voluntary enlistment,, largely 
owing to the organising genius and por- 
gonal influence ox Lord Kitchener, and 
the number of that army was afterwards 
far morg than doubled. 

These now soldiers, drawn from the 
civil population, have displayed a valour 
Jequal to that of their ancestors, who have 
carried the flag of Britain to victory io 
so many lands in bygone times. Short. 
ws Wag their training, they have imitated 
and rivalled the prowess of the smell, but 
ever-famous, force which, in the early 
weehs of the war, from Mons to the 
Marnc, fought its magnificent retreat 
against vastly superior numbers. Not 
less prompt was the response, not less 
admirable tho devogion to the common 
cause, of those splendid troops whjch 
ougerly hastened to us from the Domin- 
jons overseas, men who showed themselves 
more than ever to be bone of our bone, 
inheriting all the courage and tenacity 
that have made Britain great. A bun- 
dred battlefields in all parts of the world 
have witnessed their heroism, -have Leen 
sonked with their blood, and are fur ever 
halluwed by their graves. 

J shall ever remember how the Princes 
of India rallied to the cause, and with 
what ardour her soldiers sustained, in 
many theatres of war, and under con- 
ditions the most diverse and exacting, the 
martial traditions of their race. Neither 
can I forget bow the men from the Crown 
Colonics and Protectorates of Great 
Britain, also fighting ‘amid novel and 
perilous scenes, exhibited a constancy 
and devotion second to none. . 

To all there, and to their commanders,

> | anemies so different, in Europe, Asia,-and 


Africa, have, for four years, confronted’ 
the hazards, overcome the perils, and 
finally decided the issues of wat, our 
gratitude is mast justly due. They have 
combined the highest military skill witb 
unsurpassed resolution, and amid the 
heat of the battlefield have acver bea:

manity, 

Particularly would I mention the 
nomes of Field-Marshal Sir Douglas 
Haig, whoso patient and indomitable 
londership, thly*ecconded by his fellow. 
commanders, *has been rewarded ‘by the 
finol rout of the enemy on the field of:86 
‘much sacrifice and glory; of General Sir 
Edmuhd Allenby, who, in « campaign 
‘unique in military history, hus won ‘back 
for Christéndom tho spoil for which don- 
turies had fought and bled in vain; and 
6f Genoral Sir’ BStanloy Maude and ‘hid, 
sucesssor, who guined, in 4 acéne at ne 
loss romance, the first resounding victoty, 
of tho war for thy Allied enuse.

Let our thanks also be given to those 
who have toiled incessantly at home, 
women no less than men, in producing! 
munitions of war, and to those who have 
rendered essential war service in many 


other ways. There are whole fielda of | d 


service wherein workers, old and young, 
have toiled, unknown and unrequited, save 
by the consciousness that they were an- 
awéring to the call of duty. Notable, 
too, has been the contribution made to the 
common welfare, by those who volun- 
tecred as surgeons, physicians, chaplains 
and nurses, fearlessly exposing them- 
selyes to danger in their tasks of mercy. 
While all these have laboured with the 
same glowing spirit of unselfish service, 
muy we not be proud also of the attitude 
maintained by the whole people at bome. 
Uawonted privations have been cheer 
fully borne, and the hearts of those who 
were facing the stregs of battle have been 
cheered by the steadfast confidence with 
which those whum they had left at bome 
awaited tho issue, and assured them of 
their unfaltering devotion to the prosecu- 
tion of the war, : 

While ‘we find in thesy things cause 
for joy and pride, our hearts go out in 
sorrowful sympathy to the parents, the 
wives, aod the children who have lost 
thuse who were the light and stay of their 
lives, They gave freely of what was 
must précigug to them. They have borne 
their griefy with unrepining fortitude, 
knowing that the sacrifice was mado for 
our dear country and for a righteous 
causo. May they, find consolation in the 
thought that the sacrifice has not been 
made in yain. These brave men died 
for Right and for Humanity. Both have 
been vindicated, 

In all these ways and through al] these 
yeurs, there has been made manifest tho 
uneonquered and unconquorable spirit of 
our race, nourished on the glorious 
traditions of many centurics of freedom, 
Thig spirit, conscious. of its strength, 
bore the trials and disappointments of 
these years with a fortitude that was 
never shaken and a confidence tht never 
failed. It knew its motives to pure, 
and it held fast, to its faith that Divine 
Providence would not suffer injustice and 
oppression to prevail. 

In this great struggle, which we hope 


will determine for govd the futuro of, 


the world, it is a matter of ceaseless 
pride to us that we have been associated: 
tical with our own, and who, amid suf- 
forings that have in wo many cages greatly 

Gute, Have de -theit-umited: 
‘strength to the vindication of righteous- 
nesy and freedom; Franco, whose final 
deliverance, achieved by one of the great- 
est. of commanders, Marshal Foch, has 
been the reward of a sacrifice and endur- 
ance’ almost beyond compare; Belgium, 
devastated and held in bondage for. nigh 
upon five years, but now restored to her 
liberty and her King; Italy, whose lofty 
spirit hag at length found its national 
fulfilment; and our remaining Allies, 
upon whose horizon, till lately so dark, 
the light of emancipation already dawns. 

During the last one and a half years 
we are also proud to have been directly 
a:sociated with the great sister-Common- 
wealth across the ocean, the United 
States of America, whose resources and 
valour have exercised so powerful an in- 
fluenco in thy attainment of those high 
ideals which were her single aim. 

Now that the clouds of war are being 
awept from the sky new taske arise before 
us. We sec more clearly some duties that 
have been neglected, some weaknesses that 
may retard our pnward march. Liberal 


provision must be made for those whose | 8 


ertiong by land and sea have saved us. 
have to create a better Britain, to 
bestow more care on the health and well- 
being of tho people, and to ameliorate 
further the conditions of labour. 

May not the losses of war be repaired 
by a better organisation of industry aod 
by avoiding the waste which industrial 
disputes involve? Cannot o spirit of 
reciprocal trust and co-ordination of 
effort be diffused among all classes? May 
we not, by naising the standard of odu- 
cation, turn to fuller account the natural 
aptitudes of our people and open wider 
the sourocs of intellectual! enjoyment? 

We have also, in conjunction with our 
Allies and other peace-loving Btates, to 
deyiso machinery by which the risk of 
international strife shall bo averted and 
tho crushing burdens of naval and mili- 
dary: armaments be roduoced. The doo 
tring that Force shall rule the world has 
beon disproved and destroyed. it us 
enthrone the rule ‘of Justice and Inter- 
national Right. 

In what spirit shall we approach these

Ni letter; Which has apparently becn 
saved up by the. Bolsheviks for present 
special purposes. The letter; which is 
vory long end in English, waa ad dt 
by the Kaiser to the Tsar at a, moment 
when the latter was in a position very, 
similar to that in which the writer finds 
himself “to-day, for Russia was off the 
evo of her first revolution as_the result 
of her disastrous war agninst Japan. 


The letter is addressed to ‘! Dearest 
Nicky,’ and starts by a reference to the 
wwasaasination of the Grand Dike ‘Sergei. 
She Kaiser says: ‘ These scoundrels of 
Anarchists have done a dark and foul 
eed. I cannot ‘betieve that these 
devils have come from the ranks of your 
subjects. Undoubtedly they are foreigners 
from Geneva.”” The Kaiser then develops 
for the Tsar’s bencfit the “ European 
Lopinion,”’ which be says has been un- 
ahimously formed as to conditions in Rus- 
sin, The succecding counsels are diis- 
guised in tho garb of this ‘ European 
‘opinion,” so that the Tsar receives the 
views of his princely adviser as if 
they Sepreaented the standpoint of the 
;Continent. Among other things, the Iet- 
ter saysi-= 


“Tho résumé of all these on-dita is as 
follows:—The régime of Mirsky has all 
too suddenly given the Press much great- 
er freedom than it had‘ before, and has all 
teo quickly relaxed the views which 
Plehve held so lightly.” 


Consequently, respect for the absolute 
Government has been diminished, as ap- 
pears from a number of letters addressed 
to the Tsar. The conviction has been 
established that the people can go to tho 
Tsar’a Palace andi tell Bim their wishes, 
“Therefore, the opinion is expressed that 
it would! be of advantage if the Tsar wére 
to receive some of them, who would form 
a square surrounded by troops before the 
Palace, and make a speech to them from 
the balcony. He would have to be su 
rounded by the clergy in their full vest- 
ments and with crosses, and by his suite, 
and speak té the reople like a father 
This would have to take place before 
armed foree was appealed to. It would 
be very possible in this way to avoid the 
shedding of blood, or at least to reduce 
ite dimensions,”’ 


The Kaiser expresses the opinion that 
such as speech from tho balcony would 
resound to the remotest districts of the 
Empire, and would mean ‘‘ an undoubted 
defeat of the demagogues and agitators."” 
In what follows the Kaiser, very cautious- 
ly in form but very plainly in substance, 
explains to the Tear that the Japanese 
war is unpopular, and, as the respon- 
sibikity for the dofeats ia ascribed to the 
ruler, contributes to the unpopularity of 
himself and his dynasty. 

“In Europe all, as if by tacit consent, 
are agreed on the point that the Tear is

This 
gendral expectation somoone has very 
aptly expressed in the following words: 
‘Tho Tsar must do a great deed to re- 
establish his power and! savo his threaten- 
ed: dynasty ; bo must pay with his per-

the Kaizer proceeds to explain how he 
must do it, The “ great deed" must be 
done in the Moscow Kremlin, where the 
Tsar must gather his nobles and! notables 
round him and make a speech to them.

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LEAGUE OF NATIONS. 
MR. OHURCHILL’S FLAN. 


Mr. Windton Churchill, speeking at a 
‘luncheon given at the Carlion Hotel to 
the editors of American trade journals, 
Mado an intesesting announcement upon 
the future objects, from his point of view, 
of the proposed League of Nations. Ona 
of the great causes of unrest before this 
war, he said, was a suspicion created by 
ignorance of what the

Thore was no more sure nianner of creat- 
ing unrest among the nations than to 
prepare secretly to organise for

n disclosed. If the idea of the League 
of Nations would descend from the bril- 
liant clouds of idealism 2 bright hope 
might spring forth for the future. 

c@ suggested that every country W hich 
might in the future belung to Lhe League 
of Nations should register a publir vow 
that the whole jnilitary and naynl pre. 
parations should be fully disclosed, and 
that any officer of any nation ko affected 
should have the right of access to test at 
any time und to ascertain all the facts 
of the naval and mijitary preparations 
of any other nation. He helioved that, 
would be a practical prevention of a ro 
currence of the horrors they had pred 
through. The march of science held forth 
in the future untold sufferings for the 
civilian populations in the case of war 
in the future, It was far from their 
thought or from any thought of Presi- 
dent Wilson, that, any special accession 
of strength should result from the part- 
nership or comradeship that had como 
about Detiween the two nations. They had 
sought nothing for themselves, but they 
were ready to extend in loyalty and. in 
friondly fecling the hand grasp of friend. 
ship to all nations, At the same time, if 
they stood together and walked hand in 
hand in future combination they woul 
be able immensely to improve the spirit 
of peace throughout the gations of the 
world.
